ganization. 
He protested against the 


' Esch-Townsend bill or any other leg- 
islation designed to alter the present 
conditions governing

railroad; 


freight rates. 
Mr. Carle 
explained 


that Wisconsin has a railroad com- 
mission which makes public ail tho 
rates in the state and that as a result 
of the information thus gained, the 
Wisconsin tax commission said- in a 
recent report: 
"There is as 
much 


love of justice and desire to see the 
right prevail among the intelligent 
railway officials as among any class 
of men, and any-candid 
duscussion 


will bo greatly aided by their i'amil- 
iarity with subject." Mr. Carle said: 
"Railroads have always been so fair 
in the desire to adjust rates OIL com- 
plaint of the shipper that not a sin- 
gle complaint in these matters has 
been brought to the attorney-general." 
Continuing 
he/ quoted 
ex-governor 


Hoard of Wisconsin as follows: "The 
railroads of Wisconsin 
arc to 'bo 


counted among the foremost factors 
which have brought .the state to its 
present high development. Fortunate- 
ly for the best interests of all con- 
cerned, there lias existed fo years a 
friendly spirit 
of. co-operation be- 


tween the people and the railways." 
Further than this. Governor La Foil- 
ette in his message in 190], 
said: 


"The railway companies have 
been 


fairer than the average individual." 
Mr. CaTle stated 
that the railroads 


do not charge extortionate rates in 


Wisconsin, and that the : statement 
that the railroad companies "filched 
millions of dollars annually from the 
people" has no foundation. 
On the 


contrary the Wisconsin roads have re- 
duced-the rates at the request of ship- 
pers of the s.tate at a cost of great 
reductions in their 
receipts. 
"To 


keep up with her sister state" said 
Mr. Carle, "Wisconsin has had to fos- 
ter manufacturing, and with the pres- 
ent system of rates lias taken first 
place among the states of the un- 
ion." Mr. Carle gave figures, showing 
the unprecedented prosperity which 
Wisconsin is enjoyling at the present 
is 
directly attributable to the rail- 


roads. 
"The agricultural, commercial 


and manufacturing interests of 
the 


state," said Mr. Carle, "are all in a 
prosperous and flourishing condition. 
Ninety per cent of the. people, who 
produce the freight tonnage, originat- 
ing in Wisconsin believe the mileage 
tarit'C would bo a misfortune in the 
end to the agricultural interests of 
the state and have earnestly protest- 
ed against any legislation that 
will 


compel roads to withdraw tlicir pres- 
ent fair and helpful rates."

Craig, general manager of the .Tanes- 
vilie Machine company, also appear- 
ed before the committee to protest 
against. Hie proposed rate regulation. 
He said his company needs the help 
of the railroads to protect it against 
the concentnuion of capital in his 
business.

street, between Wyandotte ami Dela- 
ware, where they .remained an hour. 
Woodson says that he then took.Crolt- 
or directly to the train at the union 
'station. Croker's valise is still at the 


cliecl? stand at the Coates r.ouse. 


Passengers on the train took partic- 


ular notice when young Croker was 
assisted into a chair car at the union 
st..Lion in Kansas City by the negro, 
because' Croker was helpless, as 
if 


from liquor or some drug. 'The negro 


' assisted Croker into a scat and then 


gave him a purse containing a rail- 
road ticket and 
$19. counting 
the 


money out to Croker. The passeti- 
gers heard Croker say: 
' "Now, I want you to ssnd me the 
rest of it." 


Negro Gives Him Money. 


The negro asked CroUcr to write 


his address, but Croker refused, am! 
finally the negro wrote as 
Crokei 


dictated. 
The address was "Bliss, 


Okla.. care 101 Ranch." 


Immediately after the train started 


Croker fell into a deep .sleep, souring 
loudly. Later ho grew quieter, and -it

his ticket up uniil the train was a 
few miles from Newton, when he tried 
to arouse the apparently sleeping man.

George Prince, a union teamster kill- 
ed by Deputy Sheriff Waldron. 


"Standing Pat" 


The,Team Owners' association held 


a special - meeting at noon today 'o 
consider their position In' the team- 
sters' strike and decided to deliver 
to the strikers' 
committee 
tonight 


their ultimatum that the association 
insist on heir contracts with "struck" 
houses being observed. 
Unless the 


labor men at Sunday's meeting re- 
cede from their position 
.that 
the 


Team 
Owners' 
association 
remain 


"neutral" in the present trouble, this 
action means one of two things—a 
spread of the strike or its practical 
abandonment. 


Teamsters "Refuse tS'-A'cce'Se'." 


President Shea and his strike lieu- 


tenants declared that to grant such 
permission would be equivalent to 
calling the strike off, and it would 
no.t be considered. 
He said that if 


any of the team owners were looking 
for trouble they could have It. 


The same committee of team own- 


ers will 
attend 
a 
meeting of the 


Teamsters' joint council and ask the 
delegates to permit them to make de- 
liveries to all customers. While none 
of them would talk on the subject, it 
is said they have determined to make 
the deliveries anyway, with or without 
permission. 


Within tbe:past week a.number of 


important 
teaming 
contracts 
have 


been canceled because of the refusal 
of-the team owners to make deliveries 
to houses on the strike list. The loss 
of these contracts, 
it is said, has j 


prompted the team owners to discon- 
tinue their policy of neutrality and 
take up the fight with other employ- 
ers. 


Invite* General Strike. 


One of the largest team owners in 


the city, who has remained neutral in 
the. fight by refusing to send any of 
his wagons to the houses on the strike 
list, said: 


"There has got to be a showdown in 


this strike, and it may as well come i 
now. If Shea orders a general strike, j 
let him do it. We might as well have 
It as live from day to day In suspense. 
We must carry out our contracts or 
we cannot do business." 


The teamsters are in no mood to 


call the strike off at this time, and it 
Is practically certain that the joint 
council will not agree to allow deliv- 
eries to be made to the boycotted 
houses. 
If it Is the purpose of the 


team owners to force deliveries to 
those houses, It cannot have any other 
effect than to-spread the .strike. 


Team Owners Are Divided. 


..Bfjfpre thej.n3eetlng.of.the t£im own- 


ers iti Ofe"Rector bifil'ding It was said 
that the plan mapped out was to ask 
the teamsters to cal-1 off the strike. 
The team owners were chagrined to 
learn 'that their meeting place was 
known, and they refused to talk, de- 
claring that, it was a friendly confer- 
ence, and that nothing of Importance 
had been discussed. 


President Shea and other officers of 


the teamsters' unions were invited to 
attend the conference, but they failed 
to appear. The meeting was not alto- 
gether harmonious, from the'remarks 
dropped by the men as they left the 
meeting place. 
Some of them ap- 


peared anxious to get into the fight, 
while others appeared equally anxious 
to keen pu of it. 


Conference Appears Futile. 


After leaving the conference a com- 


mittee got into a carriage and reached 
the Brlggs house by a circuitous route, 
to elude newspaper men. A few min- 
utes after reaching the hotel they were 
met by President Shea, Albert Young. 
Thomas Hughes, John Sheridan, John 
Connors, Jerry McCarthy, Joseph W. 
Young, L. BJ Beebe, Edward Mullen, C. 
H. Cork and A. J, Reed, representing 
all the unions of the teamsters In- 
volved In the controversy. 


The session lasted about an hour, 


and the team'owners' committee with- 
drew and went acro:js the -street to 
the Bismarck hotel. 


"Let us go across the street and de- 


cide what we are f,oing to do," re- 
marked Mr. Hlnes to -Mr. Dixon. 


When they left the'Bismarck, a few! 


minutes later, they declared they had 
done nothing except have a drink. 


Tire of Neutral. Pol icy. 


It has been,known for several days, 


however, that -tile, team owners-were 
not-satisfied at the conditions.' They 
are getting tired of the neutral policy 
they adopted In 'the beginning of the 
strike, especially as there are no pres- 
ent indications of the- struggle being 
brought to an end. 


Important contracts held by som« of 


the transfer companies have been can- 
celed and the work turned over to tho 
Employers' Teaming company. That 
concern now has 1,800 wagons on the 
streets, part ot. them owned by the 
company and part of them leased. 
The teaming contractors are said to be 
afraid of this new competitor, 
and 


have determined. to hold on to their 
contracts by making deliveries wher- 
ever they a*>! asked to in spite 'of the 
wishes of tbi teamsters. 


. Decrease of Violence. 


The decrease lu violence In the 


teamsters' strike Is marked, the police 
having- very little .trouble In making 
deliveries. 
The presence of 
non- 


union -drivers was''resented In the 
Ghetto district. 


The department stores Increased' 


the number of %yagons in service and 
deliveries assumed almost normal pro- 
portions. 
Some of the stores claimed 


to have all their wagons In service 
and making prompt delivery of all 
merchandise..

MISSOURI MOB LYNCHED 


BIG, BAD NEGRO QUICKLY 


Large Swing In Public Square Was Platform 


For The Neck-Tie Party Given 


Tom Witherspoon. 


Cairo,' 111., May 13.—Tom Wither- 


spoon, a negro, was taken from of- 
ficers at Belmont, Mo., fifteen miles 
below Cairo, at 
6 o'clock Friday 


evening by a mob of several hun- 
dred persons and hanged in the pub- 
lic square to a large swing. 


Early Friday morning a negro, said 


to be Witherspoon, who only recently 
returned from the Missouri peniten- 
tiary, went to the home of Fred Hess, 
three miles below Belmont, and at the 
point of a rifle demanded $000. Hess, 
who is a member of the Missouri leg- 
islature, told the negro that he did 
not have that much money in the 
house. The negro ordered him to go 
to go to Belmont and get the money. 
He compelled Hess to hitch up a 
horse and buggy and ordered him to 
get in with his wife and child. 


Holds Wife as Ransom. 


The negro then saddled another 


horse and, mounting it, told Hess to 
drive toward Belmont, and when near 
the place the negro forced Mrs. Hess 
and child to get out of the buggy and 
enter E.. deserted shanty.._ The ne.- 


gft then tofiTHAs''* dilve Co Ber- 
mont and to send the money back 
by a negro preacher inside of one 
hour or he would kill his wife. 


Hess hurried to Belmont and.got 


the money and sent It back with a 
negro preacher. 
The desperado Im- 


mediately mounted the horse and. 
rode up the Iron Mountain railroad 
tracks. 


Posse Pursue Negro, 


A posse was organized at once by 


Belmont and Columbus citizens and a 
small party followed the negro on a 
switch engine and discovered that he 
took refuge In the swamps around 
First lake. 
Bloodhounds were se- 


cured from Charleston and. a negro 
was found in a deserted shanty. He 
was captured and taken to Belmont 
by the officers. A mob of several hun- 
dred persons bad formed in Beimont 
and they immediately took charge 
of the negro and despite his begging 
and pleadings rushed him Into the 
public square, secured a rope from a 
large 'swing and strung the negro up 
as the guilty man.

bacco. Since Wisconsin is one of the 
leading tobacco growing states in the 
union and Is annually 
producing 
n 


crop estimated at over $4,000,000 sue- 
ccssful efforts to improve this tobac- 
co product -will prove of great value 
\o the state. For nearly half a cen- 
tury this industry has been develop- 
ing slowly but 
steadily, 
practically 


without state aid. While great prog- 
ress has been made by the Individ-; 
\ial grower in producing high-grade 
tobacco there have been a number of 
unsolved problems which vitally con- 
cern the future of tobacco, growing 
in this state. It was with the purpose 
of investigating'these problems that 
the state university experiment 
sta- 


tion was granted, by the last legisla- 
ture $3,000 for two years, and with 
this appropriation has been conduct- 
5ng the investigations, ;the first re 
suits of which are now being pub 
lished.Object of the Experiments 


After numerous inquiries as to the 


status of the tobacco growing Indus 
try, and after consulting with grow 
ors and dealers, Professor E. P. Sand 
sten of the department of horticul 
ture of the college of agriculture de 
cided to undertake several lines o 
investigation, the purposes of which 
were as follows: 
First, to improve 


Wisconsin tobacco seed so as to in 
crease the yield, and 
improve 
the 


quality and early maturity of the to 
bacco; second, to carry on a' series o 
experiments with different commer 
cial fertilizers in various counties o 
the state, and to study the effect o 
these fertilizers upon 
the 
burning 


quality of the leaf; third, to test the 
value of cover crops in connection'. 
•with the growing of tobacco; and 


>• fourth, to ascertain the adaptability 


of Wisconsin soils and climate for the 
production of shade-grown . Sumatra 
tobacco with special reference to' the 
cost of production and quality of the 
product. 


Improvement of the Seeds 


The most serious complaint against 


Wisconsin tobacco, by buyers is its 
lack of uniformity. 
This is due to 


the fact that a number of varieties 
,or strains of tobacco are grown, pro- 
ducing a mixed lot varying greatly 
In quality with value. 
This state of 


affairs Is detrimental financially, both 
to tke grower and to the dealer. The 
need of selecting a pure strain of 
tobacco seed that, would produce a 
satisfactory--yield'to the grower and 
a desirable quality for "the buyer was 
at once apparent. After looking about 


I. 


for some time for a 
variety: 
that 


would nearest fulfill the requirements 
tor a typical Wisconsin tobacco, and 
after consulting:- with several of the 
leading tobacco dealers, a pure strain 
of Connecticut Havana seed leaf, Wis- 
consin grown, was 
selected, 
and 


enough seed was procured to plane 
one acre. Just before blooming time 
the Held was carefully gone over and 
more than one-half of the plants that 
did not come up to the standard were 
destroyed, leaving only those plants 
presenting the highest type ,to ma- 
ture their seed. 
About 
seventy 


pounds of tobacco seed was harvested 
from this field, the greater part of 
which seed was put up in two and 
three-ounce packages and distributed 
by ihe university station to the tobac- 
co-growers in various sections of the 
state for trial, free of charge. 
The 


reports received from these growers 
last fall were very gratifying and the 
expectations entertained In regard to 
this seed by the university experiment 
iStation were fully realized. 


Increase* Value of Crop 


During the past season the work of 


•Improving the seed has been contin- 
ued and two acres were planted from 
this seed, one acre Jn Rock county, 
and one in Crawford county. 
The 


seed from these two acres, were har- 
vested under very favorable 
condi- 


tions: It has been thoroughly tested 
for purity and germinating power, and 
Is being rapidly distributed among to- 
bacco growers for the coming season. 
It is the aim of the experiment sta- 
tion to bring the seed to the notice 
of every tobacco grower in the state 
and' to give them an opportunity to 
test it under their own conditions. If 
this strain of tobacco seed 
should 


prove acceptable to the growers of 
the state, as well as to the buyers, 
it would greatly increase the value 
of the cjrop, and help to establish a 
higher reputation for Wisconsin to- 
bacco outside of the state. 
Originating New Varieties of Tobacco 


During the last season twenty-five 


varieties of tobacco were growa at 
the experiment station to study the 
various types of tobacco for breeding 
purposes. 
Over twenty-live crosses 


between these different varieties were

| undertaken with the idea of produc- 


ng, it' possible, by pure breeding and 
election, a new variety or varieties 
f tobacco that would further increase 
he yield and improve the 
quality^ 
3rofessor Sandston believes that ^ we 
ave not yet found an ideal variety 
)f tobacco for Wisconsin. 


Fertilizers and Burrting Quality 
The principal reason why Wiscpn- 


,in tobacco has attained such high 
.eputation for burning quality is un- 
doubtedly due to the presence of the 
arge amount of humus, or vegetable 
matter, in the soil. When the humus 
jecomes 
exhausted, 
the, 
tobacco 


eaves begin to lose many of their 
desirable qualities, especially 
their 


burning quality. 
During 
the last 


vear experiments were conducted in- 
several parts of the state with com- 
mercial fertilizers on small areas to 
test their effect upon 
the 
burning 


quality of the leaf. 
The-results of 


these experiments go to show that 
potash, when used in large quantities 
on land poor in humus, does affect 
the burning quality. Nitrogen in the 
form of nitrate of soda seems to have 
little or no detrimental effect. 
The 


same is true with phosphoric acid. On 
,and fairly rich in humus a liberal ap- 
plication of these fertilizers has shown 
no injurious effect upon the burning 
quality. If the use of commercial fer- 
tilizers becomes a necessity, as it un- 
doubtedly will in the 
future, 
these 


facts are of great importance. 
No 


evil results should be experienced If 
the growers adopted some system oi 
rotation or the use of a cover crop, 
since these methods would supply the 
soil with sufficient humus to produce 
a good crop. There is no doubt but 
that land given up to tobacco grow- 
ing for a number of years with the 
use of commercial 
fertilizers, 
and 


without any addition of barnyard ma 
mire, will produce a tobacco that is 
inferior In burning quality. The Wis 
constn growers have not as yet expe 
rienced' any bad result from this prac 
tice, -since: ordinarily our lands are 
rich in humus, and commercial fer 
'tilizers have been used only to a verj 
limited extent, but with the increased 
acreage for production and with 
more equal ' distribution of barnyard 
manure to the other farm crops, the 
tendency will be towards the use o 
commercial fertilizers 
on a 
larger 


scale. 


Find Valuable Cover Crop 


In planning tobacco experiments, I 


occurred to Professor Sandsten tha 
cover crops might be used as a, means 
of partially -maintaining the fertility 
of the tobacco lands and improving 
the 
physical -condition of the'-soil 


\\nth this end in view cover crop ex 
periments were started at each place 
where fertilizer experiments were be 
ing carried on. The crop used 1'or thii 
purpose was a hairy vetch, a plan 
belonging to the legume family and 
perfectly hardy. It was sown the las 
week in July at the time wJien the 
tobacco plants were cultivated for the 
last time, and an examination of the 
fields in November of this year show 
ed that the vetch had completely co\ 
ored the soil where the tobacco stood 
Being hardy, the plant will keep '01 
growing 
until 
stopped by a heav. 


frost and, after remaining green dur 
ing the entire winter, will start ,ti 
grow again early in the spring, form 
ing a dense mat of green herbage 
which can be plowed under in tlm 
co use the land for another crop o 
tobacco. 
Not only does (.his plant fin 


nish protection for the soil durin 
the winter and yield a large amoun 
of vegetable matter, thus improvin 
the physical condition of the soil: bu 
like other legumes, it is capable o 
assimilating atmospheric nitrogen, b 
the aid of bacteria which live on th 
root and which make it available fo 
the plant, thus being a soil improve 
and fertilizer at the same time. 1 
this experiment should, prove a sue 
cess, it will be a means by which th 
tobacco 
grower can supply a larg 


portion of nitrogen that is needed 
this crop, in a very inexpensive wa> 


Sumatra Tobacco Under Cover 


In order to study the adaptabilit 


of Wisconsin soil and climate for th 
production of shade-grown 
Sumatr 


tobacco, arrangements were made I 
the spring of 1003 with Mr, S. B. Hed 
dies at Janesville to carry on-som 
experiments on his two-acre platua 
tion of shade-grown Sumatra, 
Th 


work was in charge of Professor Sand- 
sten, and an assistant was stationed 
with Mr! Heddles to aid in the work 
of growing the crop and. to keep a 
detailed account of 'the work. 
Ihe 


Sumatra tobacco was grown under a 
huge tent which covered two acres 
and looked very much like a flat cir- 
cus tent with sloping, skies. The cloth 
'is very thin, permitting the air, rain 
and sunshine to .pass through it free- 
ly. Cedar posts were used in the con- 
struction of this tent and framework 
was put up as stable and straight as 
possible. 
This -shade-grown tobacco 


received most thorough 
cultivation 


and care, and each plant was given 
individual attention. The plants grew 
to a height of nine to ten feet and 
filled the tent completely, often push- 
ing the cloth.upward.' 


The 
development 
of this shade- 


grown Sumatra industry in Wisconsin 
will depend, of course, upon the mar- 
ket and the price obtained for the 
product. 
The shade-grown Syijiatra 


tobacco raised in these experiments 
sold from $2 to 50 cents a pound, thus 
averaging a little less than fl.25 a 
pound, the total yield after fermen- 
tation from two acres for two years 
was 4,424 pounds. The entire cost of 
constructing the tent and of cultivat- 
ing the two acres during the 
two 


years, was $3,395,03, and the price-re- 
ceived for the tobacco was $5,076.30, 
'leaving a net profit of $1.081,27. This 
would make an annual net profit of 
$-120.32 an acre. 


During the last year one-sixth of 


an acre was devoted to shade-grown 
Sumatra at Soldiers Grove, Crawford 
county, as it was thought 'that 
the 


soil condition inUhat section of the 
state was more favorable for the de- 
velopment of a high quality of leaves. 
The experiment was a success in ev- 
ery- respect. 
The stand of tobacco 


was excellent, and was harvested and 
cured under favorable conditions. Al- 
though the crop has not been fer- 
mented as yet, all indications point 
to a very favorable result.

When the Panama Commission was 


asked to resign In order to perfect a 
stronger 
organization,

Roosevelt decided'to place at the head 
of the commission the best man that 
he could find without regard to salary. 


He figured that the best talent, for 


a position which carried so muctf re- 
sponsibility, was the cheapest, and so 
he started out to find a $100,000 man. 


The position was offered to EUhu 


Root and declined, as Mr. Root pre- 
ferred to continue his-law practice in 
New York city, where he stands at 
the head of the profession. 


Then an effort was made to secure 


the services of Henry' Clay FricU, 
formerly of Plttsburg but now of New 
York. 
Mr. Frick had made his for- 


tune and had reached an age where 
he was 'not ambitious to take on 'new 
responsibUtles and he declined. 
' Then the president decided to aban- 
don his search for a $100,000 man and 
have an executive commijttee com- 


- posed of three good men 
whom he 


thought could be se'cured for $25,000 
each. 


He selected for field marshal Chief 


Engineer Wallace, who had 
already 


shown his ability as a member of tho 


. 
commission. . JiftlKe . Magoon was 
se- 


lected 'for-the- political w.ork on the 
committee! but when it 
came 'to a 


chairman, the man who must be re- 
sponsible 
for 
the 
success -of the 


enterprise, the task was still difficult. 


Waller Wellman-tells 
In the 
Re- 


view of Reviews how the third man 
was secured and who he is. The little 
sketch which follows is well worth 
reading for It brings to the surface 
a man "who represents 
a type of 


American 
manhood, 
Mr. 
Wellman 


says: 


"The President considered a. num- 


ber..of- men, most of them railroaders 


I 
who had won reputations as managers 
ot large properties. 
Finally, Secre- 


tary of the Navy Morton suggested 
Theodore P. Shonts. The President 
had never heard of Mr. Shonts. 
But 


there are thousands of clever and able 
Americans of whom few of 
us have 


ever heard. 
In a country like ours, 


lack of broad reputation is no bar to 
preferment, if the man has the right 
stuff in him. 


"Mr. Morion soon convinced 
the 


President that Mr. Shonts was full of 
the right stuff. Mr. Shonts was asked 
to come to Washington lor a con- 
ference. 
The President 
liked 
him 


from the first moment. . Tho thing he 
liked best was Mr. Shont's opening 
statement, frank and manly, that he 
wouldn't touch the job unless he could 
have absolute 
authority—unless, 
in 


case 
of differences 
of opinion, his 


judgment was to be final as to any 
matter lying within his province. 


"Thus, this relatively unknown man 


rises at a leap from the presidency of 
a third-rate Western railroad to chief- 
ship In the greatest engineering enter- 
prise the 
world 
ever saw. It was 


quick workr And nowk it is Mr. Shont's 
cue to make good the high expecta- 
tions of 
the President 
and 
of his 


employers, the American people. 
His 


friends believe he will not disappoint. 
Ho has had the training. 
Ho started 


out as a railroad contractor in Iowa| 
There he gained 
experience 
In the 


management of men and 
In dealing 


with physical 
problems. 
Next, 
he 


was superintendent 
of the Indiana, 


Illinois & Iowa Railway. 
Afterward, 


he .became Us president. 
His field 


was steadily broadening. 
He knew 


the practical side of railway work. Now 
he was brought in touch with rail- 
road finances. He learned 
rapidly. 


He and his friend, Paul Morton, secnr- 


. ed control of a majority of the stock 


of the railroad of which Mr. Shonts 
was president. 
Then they sold their 


holdings to the Vanderbilt Interests, 
and realized a profit of something like 
seven hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars each. More than a year ago. Mr. 
Shonts became president of the Tole- 
do, St. Louis & Western Railway, aad 
it. was this post he held when the 
President asked him to become chair- 
man of the canal commission. 


"This is rapid rising in the world. 


Mr. Shonts is only fifty years old. He 
is in rugged health. He is not afraid 
to go to the Isthmus to do as much 
of his work as 
may 
be necessary 


there. He is a rich man. . His income 
is said to be a hundred thousand a 


year from his railway investments; so 
he 
is 
'the 
hundred-thoiiscuid-dollar 


man,' after all He is frank and vig- 
orous of manner,—the Western type. 


"He talks freely. 
What he has to 


do, he does; and what he has to say, 
he says. 
Stories are 'told of his ad- 


ministering a sound

man who called at his office to whip 
him and was surprised when the rail- 
road president locked tho 
door and

hand.

al, but they indicate the character of 
the man. He has vigor, he has grasp,

indefinable 


American way of 'making things go' 
which has been so well illustrated in 
the careers of our successful railway 
managers."

The men who can make their ser- 


vice worth $100,000 a year, are not in 
the market, because men who possess 
this ability can not be hired to work 
for otlier people. 


The $26,000 men are also scarce, 


because men who 
receive 
princely 


salaries of this Kind, arc usual fix- 
lures and difficult to move. 


While this class of men are rare, 


and the 'salaries they receive are ex- 
ceptional, there are many 
desirable 


places which command.good pay that 
are difficult to fill.

The top may not mean $25,000 a

so that when the time conies the man 
is at hand to meet the 
emergency. 


The President wanted a man, and 


it required months of persistent search 
to find him. There is not a commu- 
nity in the country today that is not 
looking for a man.. They are. wanted 
in stores and offices, in shops and fac- 
tories, and the demand 
is far in ex- 


cess of the supply. 


The world is waiting 1'or men who 


appreciate the responsibilities of man- 
hood and the great opportunities of 
American citizenship. 
Men who are 


loyal to themselves and to every trust 
committed to their keeping. 


It is difficult 
to understand 
why

in the mutual interest of the employ- 
er 'and the employed. If an employ- 
er, by paying too much for materials,

must lose 


their jobs. 
6.n the other hand, If 


the workmen arc not reasonably con- 
tented and prosperous, they cannot 
do their best, and the business will 
suffer.
